Fighting to save her dog 

Woman suing city over order to euthanize family pet 



Francesca Rogier has filed a court injunction against the city to 
keep her dog Brindi from being euthanized. Brindi, who Rogier 
adopted from a shelter a year ago, was seized by the city on July 
24 after she attacked other dogs on three separate occasions

An East Chezzetcook 
woman is suing the city to 
try and keep her dog alive. 

Francesca Rogier says 
the city seized her dog 
Brindi on July 24 and or¬ 
dered her to be eutha¬ 
nized. 

Rogier says Brindi, a five- 
year-old female mixed 
breed, has attacked neigh¬ 
bourhood dogs on three 
occasions, but has never 
bitten a person and is nor¬ 
mally calm and obedient. 

“I think it’s a very drastic 
measure to punish a dog 
that hasn’t bitten a human 
or seriously hurt another 
dog,” Rogier said. 

She says the city issued a 
muzzle order in May after 
Brindi attacked two dogs 
in separate incidents. In 
one case, Rogier says a dog 
suffered puncture wounds 
and she voluntarily paid its 
vet bill. 

Brindi was eventually 
seized four days after she 
slipped out of her owner’s 
control without the muz¬ 
zle and acted aggressively 
toward two dogs. 

Rogier’s statement of 
claim, filed in Supreme 
Court on Wednesday, says 


she disagrees with the 
facts underlying the city’s 
actions: “The Plaintiff al¬ 
leges that HRM has inter¬ 
preted dominant behav¬ 
iour as dangerous behav¬ 
iour.” 


Rogier says suing is a last 
resort. 

She says she’s offered to 
put up a fence, pay a fine, 
boarding costs and a train¬ 
er, but the city won’t 
budge. 


| online petition 

Rogier started a blog 
(Freebrindi.blogspot.com) 
and launched an online peti¬ 
tion, which has about 130 
signatures in support of Brin¬ 
di. A Calgary dog trainer has 
also launched the Facebook 
group, Save Brindi. So far, it 
has 129 members. 

“I think I should be the 
one punished,” Rogier said. 
“I don’t think (Brindi) 
should have to lose her life 
if I made mistakes.” 

Halifax Regional Munici¬ 
pality spokeswoman Debo¬ 
rah Story says she can’t 
speak about the case be¬ 
cause it’s before the courts. 

Under the city’s bylaw A- 
300, if a dog attacks a per¬ 
son or another animal, an 
animal control officer may 
issue a muzzle order; mi¬ 
crochip the dog; classify 
the dog as dangerous in a 
municipal registiy; or de¬ 
stroy the dog without per¬ 
mitting the owner to claim 
it. 

Story said the dog owner 
receives a letter saying 
they have 14 days to get le¬ 
gal advice and file a court 
injunction. 

“The dog would not be 
euthanized until the 
courts make a decision.”

to start her 22-hour, three- 
province swim at 2 a.m. to¬ 
day, hopeful the jellyfish 
that thwarted her last at¬ 
tempt don’t stop her this 
time. 

In July, her marathon 
swim from Nova Scotia to 
New Brunswick to P.E.I. 
was stopped after 13.5 
hours because of persistent 
vomiting. Alexander 
blamed it on the 60-plus 
jellyfish stings she suf¬ 
fered, along with ingesting 
too much salt water, inhal¬ 
ing boat fumes and hy¬ 
pothermia-induced shiver¬ 
ing. 

“We’ll face fewer jellies, 
and have warmer water, 
but we’ll also have a mine¬ 
field of lobster-trap buoys 
to avoid,” she said on her 
blog. “I’ve never (dodged 


buoys) before, so I have no 
idea how well we’ll fare.” 

Alexander, 33, is doing 
the epic 32-kilometre trek 
to raise awareness of type 
1 (“juvenile”) diabetes, 


which she has had for 20 
years. She’ll pause every 30 
minutes to tread water 
while she tests her blood 
sugar and manage her in¬ 
sulin levels

Church backs out of protest

As the flames died down 
from yesterday's massive 
series of explosions at a 
Toronto propane plant, 
they left behind a cloud of 
outrage. 

Thousands of people, 
forced to flee their homes, 
are demanding answers 
from the city as to why 
Sunrise Propane Industrial 
Gases was allowed three 
years ago to build a distri¬ 
bution plant in a long-es¬ 
tablished residential area 
in Toronto 

A 25-year veteran of the 
fire department, Bob Leek, 
died fighting the conflagra¬ 
tion. A Sunrise employee 
was missing and believed 
also to have died. 

He reportedly was last 
seen heading toward the 
fire. 

But the neighbourhood 
got off very lucky, said

“I thought it was a ter¬ 
rorist attack,” said Carlos 
Montoya. 

Others feared an earth¬ 
quake or a jetliner crash¬ 
ing down on them.

Georgia offered Russia a 
ceasefire and peace talks 5 
yesterday after pulling | 
troops back from rebel 
South Ossetia’s capital, and 
mediators began a mission 
to end the internationally 
condemned fighting. 

Some fighting still 
gripped parts of the Cauca¬ 
sus region, however, and 
Russia demanded an un¬ 
conditional Georgian with¬ 
drawal. 

French Foreign Minister 
Bernard Kouchner arrived 
in Tbilisi at the head of an 
international team of medi¬ 
ators, the first top level 
diplomatic mission to fly to 
the region in an attempt to 
stem the bloodshed. It was 
due to move on to Moscow 
today. 

After meeting Georgian 
President Milcheil 

Saakashvili, Kouchner said 
a “controlled withdrawal of 
the troops” was his main 
priority. 

The United States main¬ 


tained its strong criticism 
of Russia, condemning its 
“disproportionate and dan¬ 
gerous” militaiy action. 

Russian troops and tanks 
took control of Tskhinvali, 
the region’s devastated cap¬ 


ital, early yesterday after a 
three-day battle. Moscow 
said 2,000 civilians were 
killed and thousands made 
homeless in a “humanitari¬ 
an catastrophe.”

The Ontario govern¬ 
ment’s recent commitment 
to protect 50 per cent of its 
intact boreal forest offers 
further hope that govern¬ 
ments are getting serious 


about protecting the planet. 

On July 14, Ontario Pre¬ 
mier Dalton McGuinty 
committed to preserve 
225,000 square kilometres 
of northern boreal forest 
under the province’s Far 
North Planning Initiative. 

It’s a significant commit¬ 
ment, and it’s something 
more than 1,500 of the 
world’s scientists had 
asked for, including us. 

The boreal forest 
stretches across the north¬ 
ern part of Canada, touch¬ 
ing almost every province 
and territory and covering 
35 per cent of the coun¬ 
try’s total land mass. It 
represents about one third 
of the world’s circumpolar 
boreal system and one 
quarter of all intact forests 
remaining on the planet. 

The region supports three 


billion migratory songbirds 
and more than 200 species 
of animals, including 
dozens of threatened or en¬ 
dangered species such as 
woodland caribou, grizzly 
and polar bears, wolverine, 
lynx, and white pelican. 

The announcement is sig¬ 
nificant not just in terms of 
conservation but also be¬ 
cause it marks the first 
time a government in Cana¬ 
da has explicitly recognized 
the role nature conserva¬ 
tion must play in combat¬ 
ing global warming. 


The boreal’s forests and 
peatlands absorb and store 
massive amounts of car¬ 
bon, making them a hedge 
against global warming 
caused by emissions from 
human activity. 

Scientists estimate that On¬ 
tario’s northern boreal alone 
absorbs 12.5 million tonnes 
of carbon dioxide emissions a 
year. 

With this announcement, 
Ontario has taken an impor¬ 
tant and courageous step, 
one that we hope other 
provinces will follow. For ex¬ 


ample, Quebec has protected 
less than five per cent of its 
own boreal forest, and al¬ 
though it has plans to in¬ 
crease this, it has yet to make 
a commitment as visionaiy 
as Ontario’s. 

The recent attention gov¬ 
ernments have been pay¬ 
ing to the environment are 
positive signs. But success¬ 
ful conservation efforts 
can’t be limited to aspira- 
tional goals announced at 
news conferences. We all 
have a responsibility to 
make sure governments live 
up to their commitments.

Irishman Padraig Harring¬ 
ton putted superbly over 
the dosing stretch to seal 
his second consecutive ma¬ 
jor title with a two-shot vic¬ 
tory at the PGA 
Championship yesterday. 

One month after success¬ 
fully defending his British 
Open crown at Royal Birlc- 
dale, Harrington held off 
the challenge of playing 
partner Sergio Garcia and 
American Ben Curtis with a 
four-under-par 66 at Oak¬ 
land Hills Country Club. 

The Irishman edged 
ahead by sinking a 10-foot 
birdie putt at the par-three 
17th before ramming in a 
15-footer to save par at the 
last for a three-under total 
of 277. 

“I knew that I had the op¬ 
portunity to get the putt in 


first,” Harrington told re¬ 
porters of his birdie on the 
17th green where Spaniard 
Garcia struck his tee shot to 
four feet. 

“That was important. I 
knew if I holed it, I probably 
would win the PGA. If I 
missed, Sergio would proba¬ 
bly win the PGA. So it was 
down to that and I hit a 
lovely putt. I read it exactly 
how I wanted it and it did 
exactly what I expected.” 

Harrington became the 
first European to win the 
tournament in 78 years, 
since Scottish-bom Tommy 
Armour won in 1930. 

He also became the fourth 
player after Walter Hagen, 
Nick Price and Tiger Woods

Michael Phelps dodged a 
bullet to collect his second 
gold medal and stay on 
course for a possible eight 
on an incredible record- 
breaking day at the Water 
Cube early this morning at 
the Beijing Olympics. 

Phelps joined his Ameri¬ 
can teammates Garret We- 
ber-Gale, Cullen Jones and 
Jason Lezak to smash the 
4x100 metre freestyle relay 
after a breathtaking strug¬ 
gle with France that threat¬ 
ened to sink his chances of 
breaking Mark Spitz’s 
record of seven golds at a 
single Olympics. 

France looked to have 
the gold in the bag when 
they led by half a body 
length with one lap to go 
but Jason Lezak over¬ 
hauled Alain Bernard on 
the last stroke to win the 
gold in three minutes 
08.24 seconds and carve 
nearly four seconds off the 
previous record, that was 
set yesterday. 

Eamon Sullivan also 
claimed the individual 
world record in the same 
race when he led the Aus¬ 
tralian team off in 47.24, 
wiping 0.26 off Bernard’s 
record. The Australians fin¬ 
ished third, while Canada 

— led by Brent Hayden of 
Mission, B.C., who with¬

She met professional 
dancer Robin Szuch and the 


two worked well together. 
Realizing no one in Canada 
was doing circus work as 
street performers, they cre¬ 
ated High Strung Aerial 
Dance in 2000. They had a 
portable 20-foot-high tra¬ 
peze made and landed their 
first gig within a few 
months. 

Weekends were soon 
filled with outdoor per¬ 
formances in summer and 
corporate gigs in winter. 
Clark kept working, but 
her boss gave her the sum¬ 
mer of 2003 off to perform. 
She quit the following 
spring when the company 
was offered, in quick suc¬ 
cession, work on a TV 
show, a trip to Japan and a 
job with the Canadian 


Opera Company. 

High Strung’s street show 
combines theatre, comedy, 
acrobatics and aerial stunts. 
Clark wears a bun and plays 
the “straight” character 
while Szuch wears pigtails 
and is a total goof. 

While maybe not as gru¬ 
elling as competitive athlet¬ 
ics, this is a physical job 
that Clark knows she can’t 
do forever. She recently 
moved back to Montreal to 
take a job with Cirque du 
Soleil as a talent scout. 

Her employer, of course, 
lets her take time off for 
performances. “If my body 
hurts ... then I don’t want 
to do this. (But) right now, 
it’s the greatest job on 
earth.”

Comedian Bernie Mac dead at 50 


Comedian and actor Bernie 
Mac, who starred in one of 
U.S. TV's few black sitcoms 
and appeared in the 
Ocean’s 11 movies, died in 
Chicago Saturday after a 
bout with pneumonia. He 
was 50. 

Publicist Danica Smith 
confirmed the death in a 
statement but gave no fur¬ 
ther details. “We ask that 
his family’s privacy contin¬ 
ues to be respected,” she 
said. Reactions poured in 
from Hollywood, which 
was taken by surprise be¬ 
cause two days ago, Smith 


said he was 
“respond¬ 
ing well to 
treatment” 
and re¬ 
mained in 
“stable con¬ 
dition.” 

Mac in 2007 “The 

world just 
got a little less funny. He 
will be dearly missed,” said 
George Clooney, who 
starred with Mac in the 
Ocean’s trilogy of hit box 
office films. 

Mac was hospitalized in 
Chicago Aug. 1, and Smith 


said then his illness was 
unrelated to a chronic tis¬ 
sue inflammation called 
sarcoidosis, which had 
been in remission since 
2005. Along with the 
Ocean’s capers, he ap¬ 
peared in movies such as 
comedy Guess Who and 
Mr. 3000. He recently 
worked on a new TV show 
Starting Under and an up¬ 
coming film Soul Men. 
With his beefy frame and 
bulging eyes, Mac cut an 
imposing figure. His 
scathing comedic observa¬ 
tions were inspired by his 


impoverished childhood in 
Chicago and honed by 
years on the stand-up cir¬ 
cuit. 

Mac achieved national 
prominence after joining 
the Kings of Comedy stand- 
up tour in 1997 with Steve 
Harvey, D.L. Hughley and 
Cedric the Entertainer. Tap¬ 
ping into an under-served 
market of middle-class 
blacks, the dapper quartet 
sold out arenas across the 
country during their annu¬ 
al treks. 

In 2000, director Spike 
Lee shot a hugely prof¬ 


itable documentary about 
the tour. The following 
year, The Bernie Mac Show 
debuted on Fox, drawing 
from Mac’s personal life. 
He played a married stand- 
up comic reluctantly thrust 
into parenthood when he 
takes custody of his sister's 
three children after she en¬ 
ters rehab. 

“Losing him is like losing 
12 people because he ab¬ 
solutely filled up any room 
he was in. I'm gonna miss 
the Mac Man,” said comic 
actor Chris Rock in a story 
at E! Online. reuters

THE TV CRITIC VERSION OF 
STOCKHOLM SYNDROME: 

Given a choice of watching 
my own death, in slow mo¬ 
tion, set to a soundtrack of 
emo bands or an episode of 
The Hills, I’d choose the for¬ 
mer without a moment’s 
hesitation. 

Still, the mere existence 
of MTV’s hot hit “reality” 
show fascinates me to no 
end — but not enough to 
actually contemplate 
watching the thing. 

My suspicion is that, for 
TV critics and 
other people 
somehow 
concerned 
with the via¬ 
bility of the 
medium, 
knowing that 
The Hills is 
out there is 
like searching 
out the highest hilltop to 
watch the planet-killing as¬ 
teroid arc across the sky on 
its way to ending all life on 
earth; you know it’s out 
there, and that nothing will 
ever be the same again, but 
there’s nothing you can do 
to stop it, so you’d might as 
well enjoy the brilliant, 
fiery, jagged scar as it’s cut¬ 
ting through the atmos¬ 


phere. 

Time magazine’s James 
Poniewozik has it bad for 
The Hills, as he confessed in 
a paean to the show pub¬ 
lished last week. 

“Yes, The Hills is fake,” he 
admits right off the top. 
“Fake in the sense that pro¬ 
ducers and participants ac¬ 
knowledge reshooting 
scenes and doing multiple 
takes. Fake in the sense that 
MTV's beautiful ‘stars’ are fa¬ 
mous for little more than 
being on The Hills. 

“And fake in 
that it’s proof 
that a beauti¬ 
ful shot and a 
well-chosen 
sound track 
can imitate 
emotion in 
even the most 
banal scene.” 
On second 
thought, though, 

Poniewozik prefers the 
word “artifice” to “fake,” 
and his enthusiasm for the 
show is hardly deterred by 
words like “shallow” either. 

“It all sounds shallow, 
and, O.K., it is,” he practical¬ 
ly swoons. “The surfaces are 
precisely what make The 
Hills entrancing: it is possi¬ 
bly the best-looking series 


on television. It doesn't just 
look better than life. It looks 
better than TV. Where most 
reality shows use garish 
close-ups to show hot emo¬ 
tions, The Hills uses middle- 
and long-range shots in 
wide-screen, giving it a cool¬ 
er feel and framing the sub¬ 
jects like art photography. 
It’s full of liquid L.A. sun, in 
love with the way light plays 
on surfaces — car bodies, 
plate glass, glossed lips.” 

Poniewozik has obviously 


penetrated much closer to 
the heart of The Hills’ ap¬ 
peal — an appeal that’s ob¬ 
viously there, though I’ve 
been utterly unable to di¬ 
vine its precise nature, or ac¬ 
cess any part of myself, past 
or present, that might have 
responded to The Hill’s very 
circumscribed but exhaus¬ 
tively chronicled slice of life. 
“It’s life, if you were young, 
lucky and beautiful and had 
your own cinematographer 
and sound-track curator,” 


Poniewozik insists. 

“If this is fake, maybe real¬ 
ity is overrated.” 

More to the point, it’s 
hard to imagine that other 
networks aren’t eager to 
learn the lesson being 
taught by The Hills’ success, 
which is that if this is reality 
TV, then maybe fake TV is 
overrated.
